You ask that we send you curricular material on "biology" instead of cn 
botany," and say that you are sending material cn biology to us. In this 
ountry, as in the U.S.S.R., botany is a more specialised field within the 
arger area of biology, but American universities usually have a separate de- 
ar tnent and separate curriculum in botany. This is not always the case; some 
ol leges and universit5.es include programs that concentrate on the general 
rinciplea of biology whether those principles are expressed in plant or animal 
pccies. Our exchange problem is one of finding materials that are as cenpa- 
able as possible in the two educational systems. On the specific problem of 
otany vs. biology, I suggest that we wait to examine the material on biology 
hat you have provided to decide what ve can return that would be most comparable-.
